According to 
reports reeetved from the ft u^eia * 
tobaeeo srowers and liandlen, the 
Bouibon connty tobacco market Is 
far ahead of what It has been and 
bids fair to be one of the best In 
the State, as It is certainly now 
about the beet in Central Kentucky. 
The Paris market to llolili^s its ow^ 
with all the larger markets, the 
averages being as large as they are 
on the other markets and in many 
cases being much, higher.

The officers d^Msribed the work ot 
one aqaad which several tlises 'fl»*' 
ed thirty rounds per minute as be- 
ing the subject of admiring com- 
ment through the French armies.

(To the Editor of The Courier- Journal.) 

The range of prices of leaf tobacco at 
the December openins of the var^Mis 
markets throughout the State and the 
mysterious and sudden slump in these 
prices just before Christmas leads me to 
isk space in the Cojurier- Journal in which 
to submit to the tobacco faraMes of Ken- 
tucky a few suggestions concerning the 
present situation. 

The last Government report showed 
stocks in the hands of all holders approx- 
imating an eight months' supply under 
prevailing conditions, and there can be 
no queetlon of the correctness of these 
Qgures. 

Ever since the outbreak of the Euro*^ 
peao war there as been a steadily grow- 
ing increase in the demand for and man- 
ufacture of cigarettes and smoking to- 
bacco, and since America has been drawn 
into the conflict this increase has contin- 
ued until it orsmlsss to absorb^ tho sup- 
ply of leaf fSister than it can be pro- 
duced. 

Formerly there always existed a con- 
siderable gap between the supply and de- 
mand which enabled the manufacturer to 
comfortably supply his wants in almost 
any grade in which he might And himself 
Short, by purchasing from the numerous 
stocks held by dealers In various mar- 
kets. Such a condition is, however, a 
thing of the past, and today a manufac- 
turer caught short of leaf is certainly 
"up against it." 

Old tobacco has completely disappeared 
from dealers' stocks and no one can show 
why the 1917 crop should not be promptly 
taken up as the season progresses. 

At 4Ms wrtting It looks as if the grow* 
era of tobacco in Kentucky are about to 
repeat the mistake which they have for 
several years persisted in, that is, the 
rushing of the crop to mkrket in winter 
in ordor to be oflerod for Inurled sale 
while at its worst to a patronage of wise 
buyers, sure of bargain prices. It is a 
notorious fact that for some curious rea- 
son thus far, the "Big Four" manufactur- 
ing concerns wliich formerly composed 
the American Tobacco Company, are only 
nominally In the marlcet, which is evi- 
denced by the small percentage of the 
offerings that is being taken by their 
buyers. 

They advance "as their reason that the 
tobacco recently offered is not in mer- 
chantable condition, and If this is true, 
doesn't it clinch the argument that the 
farmer must be materially benefited by 
holding and redrying his crop? 

Is not this the very reason why every 
farmer in Kentucky, without exception, 
should keep his crop in his bam, redry 
it, and after it is thoroughly cursd and M 
at its best, market it when It Is ttcely ta 
bring its intrinsic value? 

How muoh tobaceo is to be grown in 
Kentucky In 1918 after the transfer to 
the American armv of all eligible farmer 
boys? Surely not the 400,000,000 pounds 
now estimated as the necessary annual 
production. 

Consider this. Mark«ted at prevailing 
prices, the 1917 crop of Kentucky tobacco 
will yield to the farmers of the State ap- 
proximately $90,000,000. This same to- 
baoco thotaaahly cured and offered at its 
best shotild undoubtedly bring $26,000,000 
more money. Why not, therefore, keep 
this great sum at home, when it requires 
only patience and possibly some tempor- 
ary self-denial on the part of the farmer 
to do this? 

It has recently been reported to me by 
reliable authority that a prominent em- 
ploye of one of the principa.! leaf buying 
organizations of the country has stated 
that with his knowledge of existing con- 
ditions, he would not hesitate if he could 
secure the money, to buy the entire Bur- 
ley crop of 1917, at an everage of 30 cents 
per pound. 

To prove that such was no idle state* 
ment. it is only necessary to scan any 
Coorler- Journal daily maiicet report and 
note how many hogsheads are sold dally 
on the Louisville market at an averajre 
above 30 cents per pound, and that by tho 
hogshead, and not by tho basket. < 

It wiU truly be a great day for tlis 
Kentucky farmer when some argument 
can be found and used which will 
his eyes to his opportunities. 

America is depended upon to supply 
practically all or tho loaf tobaoeo re- 

?ulred by the eountrtes now at war. 
•rices of all other necessities are soar- 
ing, and there is certainly at hand an op- 
portunity for the tobacco raiser to get for 
his product returns in proportion to thoso 
prevailing in other farm products. 

An authority high in the English Gov- 
ernment has recently classified tobacco 
as a food, and advocate.^ that it be abun- 
dantly suppUed to the soldiery of the Al- 
lies. Kentucky produces about one-ninth 
of the world's supply of tobacco and 
therefore the suggestion of this English- 
man is significant to the farmers of this 
Cc mmonw* alth. 

In conclu.sion I beg leave to emphasize 
my suggestion that every farmer in Ken> 
tucky now holding tobacco keep the same 
in his barn and redry it. with every pros-

February 13 is fixed as the date by 
which time fresh stock must be dis- 
posed of, and after which additional 
stock may not be purchased. 

By restricting the killing of chick- 
ens which should be heavy layers, the 
food administration hopes to increase 
the production of eggs and allow 
them to be put into storage at a 
reasonable price. 

Notice of the new ruling, which 
has been sent to all produce ex- 
changes and concerns dealing in 
pool&y, reads as follows: 

"The following rule has been 
adopted in connection wiih special 
rules and regulations governing deal- 
ert in poultiy and egg:s : 

^The licensee shall not, between 
^February 11, JLdl8, and AprU $0, 
1918, PU«|has^Jihi%, sell or nego- 
tiate the fllt'^ aBi^live or freshly 
killed hens or pullela, provided, how- 
CfYrr* that this shall not prevent the 
Bwrl Me e, ■hipment or sale between 
F«bnMnr 11 and Fobmary 23, 1918, 
1mm or pullets whldi wwre either kill- 
o4 or aliipped prior to Fobruanr 11, 
for sale as food, and pro- 
fartiier, tiiat nothing in this 
~~ prevent the purchase, ship- 
or sale of live hens or pullets 
ocf-prodncihg purposes/' 
nder a ruling of the United States 
Food Administration milling division, 
effective Monday, flour may be put 
up and sold in one sixteenth oarrels 
or 12V4 pound packages. % 

Under the previous rulinp: of the 
Food Administration the use of the 
smaller package was not allowed, al- 
though dealers were permitted to 
break the Ihsv tmAB wtid. Mil any 
quantity. 

The new "substitution" regulation 
requiring the individual consumer to 
take flour substitutes with all pur- 
chases of wheat flour made it neces- 
sary to reinstate the sale and packing 
of the one sixteenth barrel package.

HYDROPHOBIA AMONG SHEEP 
IN HARRISON COUNTY. 



Hydrophobia developed among 
the sheep of Luther Mastin, in the 
SbX^ neighborhood, m Harrison 
county. Some of the sheep were 
bitten by a dog that w4s found to 
be mad and was afterwards killed. 
Four of the animals were affected. 
State Veterinarian Dr. S. F. Mussel- 
maa, of Fraakfort. who was home 
for a few days, was called to Mr.

There have been several 
losses on account of nogs getting 
into flocks on sheep and several 
heire died from injuries, but this is 
the first case of hydrophobia. 



MILLE RS MAY SELL TWELVE^ 



The Paris Milling Company and 
B. F. Spears A Sons, local milling 
concerns, have been notified by the 
Uunited S t a te s Governmenr , 
through the Food Commis^oner, 
that they may now put up aad sell 
flour in twelve pound sacks. 
^ Some time ago they reeelTed in- 
structions to the effect that they 
sell flour in twenty-five pouni 
sacks only. This was done to elim- 
inate the extra expense aad trouble 
caused by making up the smaller 
quantities. 

Since the new ruling of the Food 
Commission, which required that 
with each pound of flour a pound 
of wheat substitutes must be pur- 
chased, there has been much com- 
plaint against the twenty-five 
pound flour sack, as it meaas that 
at the siA&e iimo aa equal aaiount 
of meal or other flour inibetitute 
must be bought. In accordanc3 
with this objection the Government 
has issued 'this new order.

"3. Evenr territorial settlement 
involved In this war must bb made 
in the interest and for the benelt of

' "4. That air well-defined national j 
aspirations shall be accorded the 
utmost .satisfaction that can be ac. 
corded them without introducing 
new or perpetuating old elements of 
discord and antagonism that would 
be likely in time^to break the peace 
of Europe and consequently of the 
world. 

"A general peace erected upon 
such foundatioii.s can be discussed. 
Until such a peace can be secured 
we have no choice but to go on. So 
far as we can judge these princples 
that ' we regard as fundamental 
are already everywhere accepted 
as imperative except among the 
sopkesmen of the lUilitary and an- 
nexationist party in Germany. If 
they have anywhere el|e been re- 
jected, the objeeton-have jM>t been 
suileiMitlr mvmmom ^ er influen- 
tial to make their voices audible.^ 
The tragical circumstance is that 
this one party In Germany appar- 
ently is willing and able to send 
millions of~men to their death to 
prevent what all the world now 
sees to be just. 

"I would not be a true spokes- 
man of the people of the United 
Stotes If I did not say «|ee «ore 
that we entered this war upon no 
small occasion, and that we can 
never turn back from a course 

chosen upon principle. ) 

"Our resources are in part mobil- 
ized now, and we shall not pause 
until they are mobilized in their en- 
tirety. Our armies are rapidly go- 
ing to the fighting front, and. will 
go more and more rapidly.
